Passing into private hands, it was 
outmoded by newer ships, run for a time at heavy loss, retired. For three years 
the famous old ship has lain like a degraded dowager on Hoboken, N. J 
waterfront, dust caking on the sheeted elegance of its Grand Salon, la 
nesting in its rusty anchors (abore). 

On Sept. 30 its owners, the United States Lines, announced that the ex-Tater- 
land would now follow Kaiser Bill to the scrap heap. But under the Govern- 
ment subsidy program approved by Congress last year and ably administered 
by Joseph P. Kennedy (left), the Leviathan as scrap may bring its owners all they 
need as down payment on an up-to-date $16,000,000 successor, first of a projected 
new fleet designed to restore the lost pride of the U. S. on the merchant seas.

And Envisions A New Society 


hen, on Oct. 2, Franklin Roosevelt stood under the rugged cliffs of the 

Columbia River valley near Grand Coulee (abore) in central Wash- 
ington, one of the greatest builders of all time was inspecting the $60,000,000 
beginnings of his mightiest work. Grand Coulee Dam, which will cost some 
260,000,000 when & if completed, is not only the largest of his power and 
irrigation projects, but the world’s biggest building job. Its present con- 
struction and future operation are pictured on the following pages. What 
interested President Roosevelt most as he viewed it was a vision of the new 
society which he expeets it to help create. 

Immediate purposes of the Grand Coulee project are two. One is to 
generate nearly 2,000,000 kilowatts of power per year which, added to the 
production of Bonneville Dam further down the Columbia, will electrify 
the homes and farms of the Pacific Northwest, spur the industrial develop- 
ment of its vast natural resources. Other is to turn Grand Coulee into a 
28-mile reservoir from which waters will sluice down on the 1,200,000 rich 
but arid acres of the Columbia River Basin to the south, creating new 
homes for 30,000 drought-stricken farm families, 

Beyond these aims lies President Roosevelt's long-cherished vision of a 
whole new U. S. society based on Power. For when drudgery-relieving 
Power is almost as cheap and abundant as sunlight, he believes, free 
zens will have leisure and dignity enough to make democracy really work.

‘The breath-taking air view (at left) shows Grand 
Coulee to date and, in diagram, the project as it will 
look when completed. ‘The foundation dam, now 
nearly finished, will make hardly a ripple in the river. 
If future Congresses appropriate the money, the 
monstrous wall will eventually bulk high as a 55- 
story skyscraper, wide as three Queen Marys end to 
end, thick enough to imbed four U. S. Capitols, 
Great powerhouses will burgeon, and huge pumps 
will send water surging up 280 ft, to turn dry Grand 
Coulee into a 23-mile irrigation reservoir, making 
massive Steamboat Rock (top of picture) an island. 

Vast as the project is, the problems of civil en- 
gineering involved in building it are old, long- 
solved. But far from solved are the great new prob- 
Jems of human engineering involved in using it. Can 
masses of men be moved and shaped like masses 
of concrete and steel? Will new industries spring 
up to use the vast power production? Will 30,000 
farm families with funds enough to make a go of 
it move onto the reclaimed land? If all goes well, 
the project will pay for itself in half a century. By 
then it should be known whether Roosevelt the 
Builder laid in Grand Coulee one of the foundation 
stones of a new society, or left. behind him a monu- 
ment as colossally wasteful as Cheops’ pyramids.

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Jueens, one of the five boroughs of New York City, 

is that part of Long Island lying directly across 
the turbulent East River from the borough of Man- 
hattan. Settled by the English and Dutch in 1640, 
the old historical towns in the sprawling flatlands 
of Queens had grown steadily until the twenties 
when its population started to jump from 500,000 to 
1,253,400. A rollicking building boom began two 
years ago when Mayor LaGuardia wangled a Federal 
loan of $296,682,996 and Queens got its share. 

With the WPA projects, backed by Federal loans, 
came the magnificent Queens Boulevard and more 
than 100 miles of beautifully landscaped parkways. 
The digging of the Mid-Town East River Tunnel is 
under way—a gigantic subterranean artery connect- 
ing Queens with the centre of Manhattan. Prepara- 
tions are on for the World's Fair, covering 1,000 
acres in the middle of Queens, destined to make this 
borough as world famous as The Bronx or Brooklyn. 
After the fair in 1940 the land will become a great. 
public park. 

‘The Queens General Hospital, one of the best- 
equipped municipal hospitals, was completed in 1935. 
It brought not only medical aid but art to Queens. 
In the main entrance hall, which is also the Registra- 
tion Room, are colorful murals by an able young 
painter, William C. Palmer, Four panels are repro- 
duced in color on the following two pages. 

Palmer painted these History of Medicine murals 
for the WPA Federal Art Project at $23 a week. 
Queens hospital provided him with paper, canvas, 
brushes, paint. Last July he left the project, now 
teaches painting at Art Students League, His pre- 
liminary sketches for these murals are on exhibit at 
Manhattan's Midtown Galleries. President and Mrs. 
Roosevelt selected a Palmer landscape for the White 
House from a Washington PWAP exhibit in 1934,

‘Two years later, 
Lieut. Mauborgne perfected two-way communication between plane and 
ground. On Sept. 30 of this year Radioman Mauborgne, already a colonel, 
was promoted to the rank of major general and made Chief Officer of the 
Signal Corps. He will have charge of all Army communications by radio, 
telephone and telegraph, along with the custody of 500 carrier pigeons.

WAR ON THE MAP OF CHINA 


‘or years the Chinese and Japanese general statts 

have plotted War on the map at right. Having 
lost North China to Japan by pieces, China’s Gen- 
eralissimo Chiang Kai-shek decided this time to risk 
the whole to keep all the remaining parts, Thus for 
the first time Japan is faced with the huge job, not of 
cutting off a convenient piece of China, but of de- 
stroying the armies of a unified Central Government. 

‘The picture of Chiang’s war does not really in- 
clude the mountains of Tibet nor the “dust-bowl” of 
far western China nor the Gobi Desert nor Outer 
Mongolia. Chiang’s China is concentrated in the 
valley of the Yangtze River, teeming heart of com- 
mercial and farming China, He was prepared to fall 
back from North China down the north-&-south 
railroads but he knew that to protect the Yangtze 
Valley he must make a stand at the Yellow River. 
‘There, covering the east-&-west railway, he built 
great fortifications. At Shanghai too he was deter- 
mined tomakea stand, diverting Japanese army corps 
from the North. For at Shanghai (shown at bottom), 
swampy terrain south of the city forces the Japanese 
to fight a head-on war right where they are. Having 
dropped back from the dotted line, the Chinese have 
two fortified lines and a lake region behind them and 
have put up their greatest fight. Even if 
1g and the Yellow River defenses 
fall, Chiang has a last resort. He can drop down the 
Yangtze Valley toward his great base at Chengtu deep 
in the Chi terland. But by then he will have 
lost almost all of what is traditionally China. 

Japan has effectually declared war against all 
China by bombing the inland cities and by blockad- 
ing the coast. Chiang hopes to get war supplies from 
British Hong Kong, from French Indo-China or 
from Russia. His salvation would be a declaration 
of war by Russia against Japan and Russian troops 
are already massed along the troublesome Man- 
chukuo border. 

Of immediate help to him are the famed Chinese 
Communist armies of 100,000 who are marching to 
the rescue of the North somewhere in the shoulder 
of mountains that push northwest of Shihchiachuang 
into the Japanese offensive in the north. The map 
shows, in north, five advancing Japanese columns 
following Chiang’s railroads south and west and ex- 
tending their long communications daily. Next objec- 
tives are Shihchiachuang, T’sinan and Pailingmiao.

Offensive 
wing backs are outside their ends, The No. 3 back is ready to take the ball from the centre, 


For this short forward pass (a pass of less than 15 yards from the line of scrimmage), the 
offense lines up in a single wing back to the right, using « balanced line. The defense is in a 
6-2-2-1 alignment. This spreads the defensive backfield players over a wide and fairly deep 
area, is ideal for forward-pass defense, does not sacrifice backing up strength on line plays.
